Stackholm, Sept. 19. The following is the report of Capt. 
Harald Chrittjerin, commander of the King’s frigate, l’Ai- 
gle Noir, dated from Spithead, July 29; “* Having left 
Helfinger, with his Majeity's frigate Aigle Noir, and the 
convoy of Swedifh merchantmen, confided to my care ; and 
having palt the north fea, and part of the Englith Channel, 
1 perceived on the 16th of Jaly, at noon, ata fmell diltance 
from Start, two armed veflels, which dire¢ted their courfe 
towards the convoy, immediately gave the fignal for the con- 
voy to keep as near the frigate as poflible ; I then prepared 
tke veffe) for an ehgagement, putting the cannons on the o- 
ther in proper order, and licaving the boats out. At two 
in the afternoon, I could diftinguith that one] of the armed 
veflels,which was a brigantine painted yellow, and mounting 
awhite Englifh flag, had fent her boat about three Eng- 
lith miles to leeward, to a vefle] which bore Swedith colours, 
though it did not belong to the convoy. I then koilted my 
flag, and fired a gun; but the Englith brig took no notice 
of it, but approached the frigate, as if with an intention to 
be convinced what flag fhe mounted, and then boarded the 
before mentioned veflel, foon after which I faw the Swedith 
flag ftrike. Upon this I thought myiclf under an obligatiom 
to repulfe force by force, and having given orders to fire 
with balls, I compelled the brig after firing twenty-two 
twelve pounders to relinquifh the Swedith vefiel.—-Upon 
this occafion I caufed the frigate to be towed along by the 
two boats, that I might come up with the armed veflel more 
{fpeedily. At length I returned to the convoy, perceiving 
that one of the armed veflels which was fitted out in the 
manner of a galley, carried her head towards the convoy ; 
they had even the audacity to fend a boat filled with armed 
men to the two veflels of the convoy that were molt in the 
rear, but about 40 twelve pounders, partly fired on the brig, 
and partly into the boat, did not leave it in their power to. 
do any mifchief, but after firing two.or three times, they 
made off by the help of their oars, and their boats. I pur- 
fued them, however, till a calm and the night hid then 
from my fight. The veflels entrufted to my care, have been 
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efcorted to their place of deftination, A tedious paflage, , 


and contrary winds, have obliged me to anchor in this har- 
bour, to refrefh my men, take in frefh water, and refit my 
frigate ; after which I fhall fail as foon as poflible, to execute 
my further initructions. 

*« Tought to add, that I have been treated here with all 
the attention I could poffibly expect, in quality of comman- 
der of a frigate belonging to the King of Sweden,”

no profpeéts of redrefs, to withdraw their allegiance, and 
either to throw themfelves under the protection of another, 
or eftablith a government among themfelves on the bafis of a 
more generous nature, that of public “and general liberty, 
which might check the tyranny of the few, for the fecurity 
of the whole body. - He was aiked, wheve his pretended 
Ambafly was for? He anfwered, he was no pretended Am- 
baffador, but a legal one, and his credentials weré properly 
authenticated for ao Eurepean Court. 

Several more queftions were aiked relative to feized pa- 
pers, the ftite of America, &e to all which he repli- 
ed in the mott wary, but determined manner. 

When he was told that he was to be. committed to the 
Tower, he told them it was violating the law of nations to 
detain an Ambatlador ; and he hoped every Court in Europe 
would thew their deteftation of fnch conduct. 

Mr Laurens afked, if he were to confider himfelf as a 
captive Ambaffador 3 or, as they termed him, a rebellicw fub- 
ject of Great Britain? To neither of which queltions it was 
thought proper to anfwer.

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Some Particulars of the LIFE of Mr Henxy Laursnsy 
late Prefident of the American Congrefiy and now a Pri- 
Joner in England, . 


R Henry Lavrens was born about the year 1730, in the pro- 
vince of South Carolina, whither his family had fled from the 
perfecutions of the Proteftants in France, after the revocation of the 
edit of Nantz. His father was a fadler in Charleftown, avd withed to 
breed his fon Harry to the fame bufine(s. The young man, however, 
finding the exereife of a mechanical employment in no way fitted to 
his ambition.or genius, foon deferted it, and applied himfelf to com- 
merce. In this line, his fuccefs was equal to his moft fanguine withes. 
Fortune fmiled upon his induftry, and loaded him with riches. | He 
was clear, regular, and indefatigable in bufinefs, and uniformly main- 
tained the eharaéter of being honeft in his dealings; though, at the 
fame time, he was always reckoned, what is not very refpectable. a- 
mong merchants, a keen, tharp, and {trict man. a 
The induttry of Mr Laurens was not folcly direéted to the atquili- 
tion of wealth; it was equally exerted in the purtuit of knowledge. 
From the general want of the proper eftablilhments for the inftru@ion 
of youth in Carolina, and-from the ‘particular cramped fituation of 
Mr ns in thé firft part of his life, his early eclucation was very 
i ‘Lut after his circumftances became more affiuent, by the vi- 
gour of hisown exertions, and that unremitting attention which forms 
‘a re narkabte part of his charaéter, he acquired a fund of mifcellaneous 
literature, which would have done honour to more extenfive opportu- 
nities than he ever pofleifed. It is remarkable, however, that the 
knowledge which is guined in manhood, and in a decline of life, when 
no falid foundation has been previonfly laid in youth, is feldom vety 
be to its pofleffor. “Men, who have not béen early habituated 
to fMudy and ieflexion, hardly ever attain the faculty of. generalifing 
their ideas, and of condenfing, if 1 may fay fo, a whole fcience into a 
Gngle theorem. ‘Their knowledge is for the moft part nothing more 
than a mere colleétion of facts, without a common principle to bind 
them r: It is like the loofe ftate of the fand, and the lime, 
which enter into the conrpofition of mortar, before water is added to 
form them into a folid and durable mafs. Such in a great meature 1s 
' the ftore of Mr Laurens’s knowledge, and for the reafon I have affign- 
ed, his want of a regular and liberal education when young. There is 
another cirenmftance in his character, which may perhaps be traced to 
the fame caufe. It is this—His addrefs is f replete with indoftrious 
_eivility ; he is {9 attentive to thofe with whom fe converfes, and fo 
otal improper word or expreffion fhould efcape him, that 2 
pe of honefty and difcernment is infaliibly led to conceive Mr

‘They threatened him with the effects of their 
yefentment, but were afterwards induced by perfuafion to leave him 
unmolefted.

Americans;: it 
e their views ‘and ambif@n, and made them look forward 
to new and diftant tciumphs. They demanded a repeal of the duties 
on glafs, paints, &c. and threatened they would import no goods 
from this country ifthey were refufed. They were refufed, and they 
accordingly embraced the non-importation fcheme. Mr Laurens at firtt 
thewed himfelf averfe to this meafure ; but when he faw that the dif- 
ferent colonies were no longer to try their feveral ftrengths by feparate 
contefts with the mother country, but were to concentrate their fcat- 
tered powers by forming a General Congrefs, he eagerly entered into 
a fcheme which he had ly reprobated. — Such ftability was now 
wen to the proceedings of the-factious Colonies, that even a man of 
rt Lauremis’s prudence and watrinels thought it no longer unfafe to | 
ftrengthen them by his approbation and copcurrence. In this, as in 
the former ftruggle, the Americans. came off vidtorious. a 
When things began to aflume a more fettled appearance after the 
tion agreement was annulled, Mr Laurens left Carolina, 
and came over to Europe. He remained about three years out of A- 
merica, the greateft part of which he fpent in England. In the be- 
inning of 1775 he returned to Charleftown in time enough to fan the 
indline flame of rebellion. His wealth, his knowledge of trade, his 
well known igdultry and affiduity in every fcheme he entered into, and 
i jon he had acquired from his refidence in England, et 9 
i valuable acquifition to the American caufe, and marked 
Bren ae moft proper petfon the Carolinians could elec to be 
Prefident of their Provincial Congrefs. But even here his habitual cau- 
tion, and even cunning, were not laid afide; for notwithftanding the 
decifive which his aétions demonftrated he had taken in the grand 
difpute, he ftill pretended to the loyalifts that he was averfe to the 
meafures which the Americans were purfuing, and that for his part he 
wasabfolutely forced into them by his countrymen. He dreaded the 
wefigeance of Britain if fhe thould prove fuccefsful, and thought to elude 
it by this thallow artifice. 
From this period the hiftory of Mr Laurens became an objet of the 
Son of Europe, afd is accordingly contained in all the prints of 
the time It will be therefore fufficient to fay, that foon after his be- 
ng chofen Prefeient of the Provincial Congrefs of Carolina, he was 
as'a Delegate from that province to the Continental Congrefs at 
ia; that in 1777 he was eleéted Prefivent of the Continen- 
tal Congrefs; and that, while he was Prefident, the infamous conven- 
tion at Saratoga was entered into between Gatesand Burgoyne. Thefe 
fhingsare yet recent; and this nation, moreover, ftill boils with indig- 
nation at Ametican treachery in the refufal of Congrefs to fulfil the 
terms doncluded upon by their own General, difgraceful as they were 
to this country. But few of us know that Mr Laurens was the princi- 
if not-the original, advifer of this breach of the faith of nations. 
gxen sdded infult to injury ; for inftead of telling us openly, and 
with & manly confidence, that as the fafety of the people was para- 
mount to.all conventions and ftipulations between individuals, the 
troops could not be allowed to leave America, as this event would en- 
able us to make fuch vigorous exertions as would probably deftroy their 
beloved fcheme of independence; he attempted to thew, that what he 
had done was agreeable to the eftablithed notions of right, and this in 
2 train of argument which its abfurdity rendered unanfwerable. It 
would have been as-difficult to prove the truth of an axiom of Euclid, 
gs to demonftrate the falfehood of the reafons which Mr Laurens pu- 
Plithed to the world in vindication of his conduct.
